New  legislation  .  in  1988  (sec. 
78.03(38),  Wis.  Stats.)  provides  the  Wis¬ 
consin  Department  of  Revenue  with  au¬ 
thority  to  require  each  operator  of  a 
swap  meet,  flea  market,  craft  fair,  or 
similar  event  to  report  certain  informa¬ 
tion  to  the  department.  Such  operators 
must  report  the  name,  address,  social 
security  number,  and,  if  available,  the 
seller's  permit  number  of  each  vendor 
selling  merchandise  at  the  event  that  he 
or  she  operates. 

The  Department  of  Revenue  has 
begun  sending  information  to  operators 
of  swap  meets,  flea  markets,  craft 
fairs,  and  similar  events  to  explain  the 
reporting  requirements. 

An  event  is  defined  as  an  occur¬ 
rence,  occasion,  activity,  or  function  at 
which  merchandise  is  sold  or  traded.  It 
can  be  on  one  day  or  consecutive  days. 
For  example,  when  an  event  is  held 
every  weekend  over  a  period  of  time, 
each  weekend  (consecutive  days)  consti¬ 
tutes  a  separate  event.  In  addition  to 
swap  meets,  flea  markets,  and  craft

Here  are  the  results  of  the  Badger 
State  Smoke  Signals  no-code  survey,  pub¬ 
lished  in  our  April  1989  issue.  45  respon¬ 
ses  were  received.  Not  all  respondents 
answered  all  the  questions,  so  the  an¬ 
swers  will  not  total  45  for  all  the  ques¬ 
tions.  42  of  the  responses  were  from  li¬ 
censed  Radio  Amateurs;  only  three  were 
from  unlicensed  individuals.

Editor’s  Note:  A  telephone  conversa¬ 
tion  with  a  Revenue  Department  spokesman 
confirms  that  this  means  ALL  attendees  at 
these  events  must  be  reported,  even  if  you" 
rent  a  table  and  sell  your  BC-348  for  ten 
dollars  (an  occasional  sale;  the  tax  liability 
would  be  just  50  cents,  if  that  sale  were 
even  taxable!)  But,  after  the  operator  of 
the  event  reports  your  name,  address,  and 
social  security  number,  you  will  hear  from 
the  Department  of  Revenue. 

The  new  requirements  are  to  create 
equity  between  in-state  and  out-of-state 
dealers,  since  all  dealers  will  pay  the  Wis¬ 
consin  5%  sales  tax.  Some  outof-state 
dealers  were  not  paying  sales  tax  on  sales 
made  at  Wisconsin  swapfests,  giving  them  a 
5%  price  advantage  over  in-state  dealers, 
and  depriving  the  state  of  the  sales  tax  as 
well.  However,  requiring  swapfest  sponsors 
to  report  everyone  who  sells,  even  some¬ 
one  selling  (or  trying  to  sell)  a  couple  of 
five  dollar  boat  anchors  from  his  basement 
is  silly.  The  required  report  should  be  limi¬ 
ted  to  dealers  only;  otherwise  this  could 
be  the  end  of  the  smaller  swapfests  in  Wis¬ 
consin.

A  CURE  WAS  FOUND

Concerned  by  reports  of  increasing  packet  collisions,  the  Radio 
Commission  is  considering  steps  to  enforce  the  55  baud  speed  limit. 

"It  has  come  to  our  attention  that  speeds  as  high  as  300,  and 
sometimes  1200,  baud  are  being  used,"  said  Arnold  Dargush,  Director 
of  the  Commission's  Baud  Enforcement  Division  (BED).  The  resulting 
collisions  are  causing  heavy  damage  on  the  bands,  rendering  some  fre¬ 
quencies  unusable  until  the  channels  can  be  swept. 

"We  had  one  case  where  bit  litter  completely  shut  down  145.01 
MHz  over  a  wide  area,"  declared  Dargush.  "Frequency  sweeping  is  not 
only  expensive,  but  while  a  frequency  is  being  swept  of  collided  data, 
others  are  deprived  of  its  use  because  of  the  thoughtlessness  of 
speeders,"  said  Dargush.  And  he  added:  "Remember,  every  bit  litter 
hurts."

Comments 


This  year  we  had  99  en¬ 
tries,  28  from  out  of  state 
and  71  from  Wisconsin.

The  plaque  for  the  best 
Single  Operator  -  Fixed  sta-  i 
tion  goes  to  Joe  Mayen-  j 
schein,  WB9SBD,  who  moves 
up  from  second  place  last  * 
year,  with  an  impressive

In  the  Wisconsin  club 
competition,  we  had  entries 
representing  19  Wisconsin 
clubs.  The  W/K  ARC  of 
Greater  Milwaukee  remains  in 
first  place  with  the  Kettle 
Moraine  Radio  Amateurs  mov¬ 
ing  up  to  second  place.

As  most 
of  you  know  by  now.  I  have  moved  WB9TYT-7  & 
WB9TYT  BBS  off  of  145.01  to  145.690.  Dave, 
WB90WN  has  also  moved  his  BBS  &  TCP/IP  over  to 
145.690.  This  was  all  done  to  try  to  give  the 
other  nodes  to  our  North  &  to  our  West  a  chance 
to  work  better.  We  have  routes  to  these  nodes  via 
our  Backbone  links  &  most  times  it  works  better  & 
faster  than  all  being  on  145.01.  Both  SHE  &  SLG 
should  now  have  the  coverage  they  are  both  cap¬ 
able  of.  This  should  improve  SHE's  coverage  to 
Michigan  also.  With  all  this  in  mind,  we  are 
hoping  all  will  refrain  from  using  145.01  in 
Southeastern  Wisconsin. 

In  May  of  1987,  WAPR  set  up  a  bandplan  for 
Wisconsin  which  set  aside  145.03  Mhz  as  a  fre¬ 
quency  for  keyboard  to  Keyboard  Operation  state 
wide.

I  am  including  a  list  of  the  F requency  co¬ 
ordination  for  Wisconsin  in  another  bulletin. 
This  is  the  Bandplan  approved  by  WAPR  in  it's  May 
1987  meeting. 

1  would  also  like  to  remind  all  that  there 
will  be  a  WAPR  meeting  at  the  South  Milwaukee 
Swapfest  in  July.  We  will  also  be  holding 
elections  at  this  meeting.  We  could  use  more 
representation  from  the  Northern  part  of  the 
state.  I  will  be  sending  out  more  info  in  June.

"Future  of  the  ARRL"  by  W9WI 

Some  of  the  messages  regarding  no-code  and 
the  future  of  amateur  radio  have  engaged  in 
"League  bashing":  indeed,  a  recent  commenter 
bragged  of  the  fact  that  he'd  never  been  an  ARRL 
member . 

I'm  afraid  League-bashing  is  counter-produc¬ 
tive.  I,  too,  believe  that  too  many  of  the 
ARRL's  actions  are  controlled  by  the  "old 
fogies":  the  HQ  renovation  is  an  incredible  waste 
of  dues  money.  But  the  ARRL  is  much  like  the 
U.S.  Government:  if  you  vote,  you  have  at  least  a 
little  control  over  what  happens:  if  you  decide 
not  to  vote,  you  have  *no*  control  whatsoever! 
Indeed,  given  that  there  isn't  anyone  lobbying 
Newington,  *your*  voice  has  more  influence  in 
Newington. 

If  you  don't  like  the  current  direction  of 
the  ARRL,  there  ere  two  things  you  can  do. 
First:  Make  sure  your  director  knows  how  you 
stand.  I  wrote  my  director  and  vice-director 
recently:  the  response  I  got  led  me  to  believe 
that  very  few  members  *ever*  write  their  repre¬ 
sentatives.  Your  letter  may  have  more  effect 
than  you  think!  Second:  if  you  *do*  write  your 
director,  and  they  don't  vote  the  way  you  want 


them  to,  don't  vote  for  them  next  time  they're  up 
for  election!  If  you've  got  the  time,  consider 
running  for  director  yourself..  the  ARRL  is 
still  a  democratic  organization,  and  you  don't 
need  to  buy  TV  spots  to  get  elected!
